This class includes sanitaria which 
treat functional disorders and diseases of the heart, kidneys, liver, diges- 
tive organs, rheumatism, gout, etc. 

Class III. SPECIAL DISEASES. In this class are included sanitaria 
treating one disease or making a specialty of one disease, il— Tuberculosis. 
B — Epilepsy. C — Alcoholism and Drug Habits. Z>— Carcinoma. E— 
Rheumatism and Gout. 

Class IV. SURGICAL. Including all sanitaria accepting surgical 
cases with subdivisions indicating those which accept Gynecological and 
Obstetrical patients. 

A brief description of the climate, topography, and health sections of 
each state is included for the convenience of the physician. 

Judging from the demand, our last year's directory was found to be of 
valuable service in finding suitable private institutions for patients. We 
trust our 1906 edition will merit the same approval.

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FLORIDA 

Climate — Remarkably uniform on account of lofag coast line and low elevation. Tem- 
perature of central and southern portion between 43** and 90°. Northern Florida, min- 
imum, 32°. Rainfall is heaviest on Gulf coast, where it is 67 inches. Atlantic coast 
region has a fall of 55 inches. Climate is attractive and equable. Soil is sandy with a 
substratum of clay. 

Topography — The coast region is low and level. A large portion of the state is 
covered by the Cypress Swamp and the Everglades. Toward the central part of the state 
the land gradually rises to an elevation of 100 to 300 feet. Western Florida is hilly. 

Health Sections — Florida has probably been visited by more people seeking relief 
from pulmonary diseases than any other state. At best its climate furnishes only tem- 
porary relief. It has become a question among medical authorities whether a location 
with greater elevation and less humidity is not more suitable for the treatment of tuber- 
culosis. The winter season is generally dry with a prevalence of sunny days, but the 
summers are hot and depressing, owing to the high humidity of the atmosphere. The 
section of Florida visited for relief of tuberculosis extends along the eastern coast. 
Tarpon Springs, in southern Florida, is adapted to convalescents from pneumonia and 
nervous diseases. 

GEORGIA 

Climate — Georgia has a wide range in climate, from the mountain region where the 
mean annual temperature is 40°, to the south, where it is 70°. Southern Georgia has a 
mild winter climate with few frosts and rarely snow. The summers are long and hot. 
The climate of the northern part of the state is very equable. Annual rainfall is 50 
inches. 

Topography — The surface of the state is divided between highlands and lowlands. 
In the north the Blue Ridge terminates with an elevation of 3,000 to 5,000 feet The 
coast region is low. The middle portion of the state has a broad plain, sloping gradually 
toward the coastal plain. 

Health Sections — Bowden Lithia Springs, at Anstell, are very beneficial in the treat- 
ment of kidney and bladder troubles, rheumatism and indigestion. Near Warm Spring, 
Merriweather County, are sulphur and chalybeate, said to be useful in treatment of skin 
diseases and rheumatism. Summerville, near Augusta, with an elevation of 460 feet, 
sandy soil, and dry air, affords relief from pulmonary affections. 

ILLINOIS 

• Climate — The climate is typically temperate. Northerly winds make the winters 
rather severe. The mean annual temperature is about 50°. Annual rainfall, 38 inches. 

Topography — The whole state is a broad plain, sloping slightly toward the south. 
The surface is undulating, one succession of low ridges following another, with broad 
valleys between. The ridges vary ini elevation from 300 to 800 feet. 

Health Sections — ^A few mineral springs are found in the state. Those of Anna, 
Union County, are iron, sulphur and magnesia. The American Carlsbad Springs, Wash-, 
ington County, yield sulphurated alkaline water. 

INDIANA 

Climate — ^Mean annual temperature is about 50°. The winter temperature is lowered 
to a minimum of 25° below zero by cold northerly winds. Annual rainfall for the state 
is about 42 inches. 

Topography — The surface of Indiana is an undulating prairie, sloping gently toward 
the south. The elevation ranges from 300 feet in the southwest to 1,200 feet in the 
northeast. Northern Indiana has several small lakes. 

Health Sections — Indiana is dotted with mineral springs. Among them are French 
Lick Springs. The Pluto Spring of murlated sulphur water is useful in the treatment of 
liver, stomach and kidney diseases, and the Bowles Spring, strongly alkaline, is beneficial 
in rheumatism and skin diseases. The mud baths of Mudlavia are useful in the treat- 
ment of rheumatism, gout and obesity. Other mud baths are found at La Porte. Mild 
alkaline springs are found at Winona Lake, and iron, sulphur and magnesia springs at 
Richmond. 

KENTUCKY 

Climate— The climate of Kentucky is very equable for its latitude. Temperature for 
January is 35°, for July, 78°. Very little snow falls and although the temperature may 
fall to zero, such weather is of short duration. The average rainfall is about 40 inches. 

Topography — In the western part of the state the surface gradually slopes, with an 
average elevation of 800 feet, toward the west and northwest to the Mississippi and Ohio 
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Rivers. In the southeastern part are found the Cumberland and Pine Mountain ridges, 
having an elevation of from 2,000 to 3,000 feet. The remaining portion of the eastern 
part of the state is hilly, with deeply eroded valleys. The western part of the state, with 
the exception of th^ Ohio and Mississippi slope, is gently undulating. There are no large 
lakes. 

Health Sections — In general the climate of the state is adapted to the treatment of 
nervous and chronic diseases. Mineral springs are found at several points. The muri- 
ated sulphur water of Blue Lick Springs, near Carlisle, is beneficial In the treatment of 
rheumatism, gout, dyspepsia and diseases of the sKin. 

MAINE 

Climate — The winters of Maine are very severe except along the coast, and the sum- 
mers are never hot. The weather is subject to sudden falls in temperature. Mean tem- 
perature for January is 20° in the southern part of the state and 10° in the northern 
part. July, 70° in southern and 65° in northern. The average rainfall is 40 inches. Snow- 
fall on the coast is 60 inches, and in the north and northwest 110 inches. The cool sum- 
mers, picturesque lakes, forest and mountain scenery, and rocky coast, attract thousands 
of summer tourists. 

Topography — The surface is hilly, with mountains in the western and northern part 
of the state. The coast in the southwest comer is low, flat and marshy, but the coast 
line east of the Kennebec River is abrupt and bold, with an elevation of from 1,000 to 
1,500 feet. A divide, with a general elevation of 600 to 2,000 feet, extends across the 
state in a northeasterly direction. The most prominent peak is Mount Katahdin, which 
has an elevation of 5,200 feet. The whole coast line is indented with fiord-like harbors. 
One-fourteenth of the surface of the state is made up of lakes, of which there are over 
600. The large rivers of Maine, located south of the divide, furnish immense water-power. 

Health Sections — In general the climate of the coast and off-lying Islands of Maine 
is too damp and chilly for those suffering from pulmonary or catarrhal affections, but is 
suitable for the treatment of neurasthenia, and convalescence from chronic illness. The 
Poland Water, of Poland Springs, in southwestern Maine, is used extensively in the treat- 
ment of diabetes. The interior section of Maine affords immunity from hay fever and 
malaria. The atmosphere of Oxford County is remarkably dry and adapted to the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis. 

MARYLAND 

Climate — The climate of Maryland combines the general characteristics of both the 
Northern and Southern states. Extreme temperatures are occasionally met with but 
they are of short duration. There is a great daily range of temperature. The average 
temperature for the state is 54°; rainfall, 45 inches. The eastern part has a warm, 
moist climate. 

Topography — The surface of Maryland is very diversified. The drainage of nearly 
the entire state is toward the Chesapeake Bay, which extends 120 miles inland. The so- 
called "eastern shore" of Chesapeake Bay is low and level. The "western shore" is 
higher, rising to an elevation of 300 feet at two points. The western part of the state 
is covered by alternating mountain ranges and valleys, running north and south. The 
Allegheny Plateau in the western part of the state has an elevation of from 2,000 to 
3,000 feet. 

Health Sections — The climate of the eastern part of the state is adapted to the treat- 
ment of nervous diseases. The summers are hot, and the winters remarkably mHd. 
There are mineral springs located at several points throughout the state. The chalybeate 
water of the Mardela Springs, Wicomico County, is useful in the treatment of dyspepsia, 
cystitis and pelvic disorders. 

MASSACHUSETTS 

Climate — The climate of Massachusetts is strongly influenced by the north winds in 
winter and the hot continental west and south winds in summer. The average temper- 
ature for January is 30°, and for July, 70°. In the winter the mercury sometimes falls 
to 10° below zero, and in summer often rises to 100°. The rainfall is 40 inches and the 
snowfall from 30 inches on the coast to 40 inches in the western part of the state. The 
Islands of Martha's Vineyard and Nantucket have the highest average wind velocity of 
any portion of the United States. 

Topography — The eastern part of the state is rolling and hilly with a gentle slope 
to the ocean. The western half of the state is traversed by mountain ranges and valleys 
with a general slope toward the Connecticut River. The mountain ranges are an exten- 
sion of the Green Mountains of Vermont, called the Berkshire Hills, the Taconic and 
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The Shawangunk and Catskill Mountains have a dryness not found in the lake or 
coast region, and rapid drainage. The Thousand Islands, located In the St.. Lawrence 
River near the outlet of Lake Ontario, has a cool and stimulating atmosphere yery useful 
in the treatment of hay fever. The same may be said of Fire Island, south of Long Island. 

NORTH CAROLINA 

Climate — ^The climate Is that of the warmer part of the temperate zone. The 
southern portion of the state has an almost subtropical climate. The mean annual tem- 
perature is about 58°. The mean summer temperature is about 75°, and it is rare for the 
thermometer to fall to 10° in the winter. In the mountains the winters are somewhat 
cold. The average rainfall is 54 inches. The snowfall is 5 inches, but it never remains 
more than two days. 

Topography — North Carolina has three distinct topographical regions: the Appa- 
lachian System in the west, with an elevation of 2,000 to 6,000 feet, the coastal plain in the 
east, with an average elevation of not less than 500 feet, and a large plain between, 
gradually sloping toward the east. The coastal plain is level and sandy and covered with 
pine barrens, while the central portion of the state is hilly. 

Health Sections — Southern Pines, located in the pine barrens, has a very dry climate, 
suitable for the treatment of tuberculosis. Iron and sulphur springs are located there, 
and the water of Jackson Spring, twenty miles away, is very beneficial in rheumatism. 
Asheville has the most invigorating climate of the South, and is adapted to the treatment 
of pulmonary diseases, although the altitude is too great for some patients. The alkaline 
water of Hot Springs is beneficial in rheumatism. Chalybeate springs are found at 
Wilson and iron and lithia springs at Black Mountain. 

OHIO 

Climate — ^The climate of Ohio is variable and subject to sudden changes. Notwith- 
standing that fax^t it is in general pleasant and healthful. Extreme heat or cold is never 
of long duration. Mean annual temperature for January is 25°, and July, 72°. Maximum 
may reach 108°, and minimum 35° below* zero. The weather of the northern portion of 
the state is tempered by Lake Erie. Winters are never severe in any part of the state. 
Average rainfall is 38 inches. 

Topography — ^The surface is divided into two rolling plains, sloping northward to 
Lake Erie and southward to the Ohio River. Although the surface is rolling there are 
no marked irregularities except the river gorges. The Ohio River bluffs are over 600 
feet high. The greater part of the state has an elevation of from 1,000 to 1,500 feet. 

Health Sections — ^At Greenspring, Seneca County, are located the "Oak Ridge 
Springs," yielding a sulphate of lime, magnesia and iron water, very beneficial in the 
treatment of diabetes, rheumatism and diseases of the bladder. Mineral and salt springs 
are found at many points, among them the iron, magnesia and sulphur springs of Mans- 
field, and the magnesia, sulphur and bicarbonate of soda springs at Niles. Cincinnati is 
said to be one of the most healthful cities in the United States. Cleveland, although cool 
and pleasant in summer, has too moist a climate in winter for those suffering from 
throat and lung affections. 

PENNSYLVANIA 

Climate — In the mountain region snow lays several feet deep throughout the winter, 
and the thermometer may fall to 30° below zero, but the summers are pleasant and 
agreeable. The climate in the southeastern part of the state is much warmer and the 
summers are long. The mean relative humidity of the state is rather great and the 
rainfall is about 45 inches. 

Topography — From the Delaware River the eastern plain rises from the sea level to 
an elevation of 500 feet at the base of the mountains, which are made up of several ridges 
extending northeast and southwest across the eastern portion of the state. These moun- 
tains are made up of Blue Mountain and the Appalachian System. To the west there is 
a broad plateau, gradually sloping toward the southwest. This plateau, which has an 
average elevation of 1,200 feet, is deeply eroded by rivers and fronts abruptly on Lake 
Erie. 

Health Sections^— The elevated mountain region has a dry, healthful, bracing climate, 
excellently adapted to the treatment of tuberculosis. White Haven, Luzerne County, is 
the seat of the Free Hospital for Poor Consumptives. Other portions of the state are 
adapted to the treatment of chronic diseases. The sulphide of soda springs at Lititz 
are useful in catarrh and rheumatism. Saline, sulphur and alum springs are found at 
Markleton. The chalybeate, calcic and magnesia waters of Cambridge Springs are found 
beneficial in stomach, liver and urinary troubles. Bedford Springs and the Katalysine 
Springs of Gettysburg are useful in gouty and rheumatic conditions. 
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an elevation of 3,000 to 4,000 feet. West of these mountains is a succession of low hills 
with an elevation of 1,000 to 2,000 feet, which gradually slope toward the Ohio River. 
Health Sections — West Virginia abounds in mineral springs. The alkaline waters 
of old Sweet Springs, Monroe County, are useful in chronic diarrhea. The alkaline 
sulphurous water of Red Sulphur Springs is beneficial in incipient tuberculosis and 
pulmonary affections. Salt Sulphur Springs is visited by those suffering from chronic 
constipation.' Diseases of the kidneys, liver, skin, hay fever, catarrh, rheumatism and 
gout are successfully treated at the Greenbrier White Sulphur Springs. The Berkeley 
Springs, Morgan County, and Blue Sulphur Springs, Cabell County, afford relief from 
dyspepsia and rheumatism. Chalybeate, lithia and alum springs are located at Charleston. 

WISCONSIN , 

Climate — The climate is tempered by the Great Lakes. The range of temperature is 
not great, although the winters are long and cold. The summers are cool and bracing. 
The nights are almost without exception cool. Thunderstorms are frequent in summer, 
and the humidity is rather high, but in winter the air is dry and clear, and snowfall 
light. Mean temperature for January is about 15", July, 70°. 

Topography — The surface of the state is made up of a nearly level, undulating plain, 
sloping from a T-shaped ridge in three directions to Lake Michigan, Lake Superior and 
the Mississippi River. The general elevation ranges from 400 to 1,700 feet. A large 
number of lakes are scattered through the northern and eastern parts of the state. 

Health Sections — Wisconsin has many large springs of therapeutic value. At 
Waukesha are found several calcium and magnesia springs whose water is used for 
diabetes and bladder troubles. The waters of the AUouez Mineral Springs at Green Bay 
afford relief from chronic constipation. At Hudson is found bicarbonate of calcium and 
magnesia water, and Palmyra has magnesia and iron springs. The climate of the Lake 
Superior shore is Invigorating and affords relief from mental depression and hay fever. 
Lake Geneva is a suitable location for the treatment of chronic diseases.
